Face to Face. 

Tho now Housu iiud tlio people of 
this country aro now brouf^lit faco to 
face with a difficulty which will lo- 
quiro all tho skill and statcci-itft of the 
ono and tho oxcrcisc of all tho piitioncu 
and patriotism at tho comuiand of the 
other to overcomo. Fow as yet fully 
realize the extent of tho dimgor by 
which wo are surrounded, and soiuo 
will ovon now smilo iucrodulously 
■when we tell them that tho Province 
is standing on the rery brink of linau- 
oial disaster. Let mo man docaive hiiu 
self BM to the true situation The 
oredit of the GoTerument is at an end. 
They have ran a race with the Sheriff 
and that functionary has overhauled 
them. Three years ago the men who 
are about to be brought to the Bar of 
the House and made to give an account 
of their stewardship.received the Pro- 
vince from the hands of their prede- 
cessors clear of debt. To-day a true 
balance-sheet would show that our in 
debtodness exceeds half-a-million of 
dollars, and that our credit is every- 
whoro exhausted! The very cala- 
mity has ovortakou the Province that 
wag preilioted by the OppodiLiLHi iu the 
Local Houso two year.s iii;(>, vhen it 
was proposed to appru.'ich Caniidii for 
an advance of $'JOO,UHU in lieu of an 
important iioiii iii our animal sul.i.siJy. 
It was pointed out in vain that Cana- 
da having at that time made default in 
tho matter of Railway conritruetion 
would bo only too uiixiL)ns to havo ua 
•ondone that default by lending us a 
large sum of money. Public meetiuga 
were held to protest against the ac- 
ceptance of any money from Canada 
until she had shown a dispositiou to 
fulfil the railway obligation, and aj^'uinst 
any alteration of the Terms of Union 
without the consent of the peo- 
ple having first been obtained. 
The Ministry, backed by a cor- 
rupt J^and purchased majoiity, per 
eisted in carrying out their policy, 
and at last the people crossed the 
bridge in a body, invaded the Asseni 
bly Chamber, and drove Ministers and 
members into the square. This was a 
revolutionary act, called forth by the 
disregard of tlio popular voice by the 
officials; but it was not carried far 
enough. While tho people were in 
the humor they should have seized the 
reins of Governniont and held them 
until all danger of ruinous entanyle- 
mont had passed away. Tho domon- 
Btration, however, cowed tin.' Mini.slry 
and they were forced into intro- 
ducing what they called "a saving 
clause" into the Bill authorizing 
them to accept tho advance from Can- 
ada.

Tbo Ministry, of course, 
are doomed. It is titt^rly impossible for 
thoin to remain lo iger iu power. But 
with an ?mpty treasury, and our rela- 
tions with Uaundii in the deplornblo state 
wo have sketched, their Muccessora 
will require all the skill and Htatecraft 
tliey possess, and tho people all tho pa- 
triotism and patiouoo they can suminou 
to their oid to succossfuUy overcomo tho 
dinic allies that will beset them on every 
side.
